Inbound Ship Has Large Ship 
ments of Frozen Mutton 
and Butter 


Fine Craft to Be Commissioned for Service by End of Month 


R. M. S. Niagara, big passenger! 
liner of the Canodian-Australasian ! 
fleet, will arrive in quarantine at 
noon to-morrow, Capt. J. T. Rolls, i 
commander of the ship, reports from ‘ 
seaward to L. D. Chetham, local pas¬ 
senger agent, Canadian Pacific Hall¬ 
way. 

The passenger list of the Niagara 
Includes the names of two hundred 
people, some from "down under,” and 
the remainder from Honolulu. The 
I ship’s cargo totals over 2,000 tons, 
i and consists of wool, hides, tallow and 
i butter.
